Claims 45 and 47-48 are deleted. Claim 46 is amended. Now, Claims 1-44, 
46 and 49-53 are pending.

However, Finberg does not teach or fairly suggest the process set forth in 
Claim 1 and the products set froth in Claims 49-51 .
